Morton Thiokol spokesman Rocky 
Bnab said that the test-firing at the 
company's plant 25 miles west of 
Brigham City was delayed both times 
because engineers, needed additional 
time to adequately chill the solid-fuel 
motor. The 1.2 million-pound rocket 
contains 1.1 million pounds of propel- 
lant.
